Paris Reinforces

PARIS, Feb. 5 (HT).—France sent 800 men from ffs iJth Air 
borne Division to remforce the garrison in Djiboutl today following 
the sewzure Tuesday of a school bus contaming 30 French children by

The toll fram yesterday's assault on the school bus mounted today 
with reports that at least six and possibly more Somali troops were 
xilled by the French, in addition to seven rebels killed.

Ford’s Abortion Stance Backfires; 
Criticism Is Voiced on Both Sides 


‘WASHINGTON, Feb. 5 (WP).—President Ford's attempii to 
stake out a cautious political middle ground for himself on the 
explosive issue of abortion has backfired, bringing him criticism 
from both pro-abortion and anti-abortion groups and disagree- 


The Most Rev. Joseph Bernardin, archbishop of Cincinnati, 
the head of the nation’s Roman Catholic bishops who are pushing 
for a ban on abortion in most circumstances, called the Presi- 
dent's position on the issue “inconsistent ang disappointing.” 

‘Women's rights advocate Gloria Steinem accused the Presi- 
dent of encouraging “lawlessness” hy saying that he disagrees 
with the Supreme Conrt’s 1973 abortion decision. 

And Mrs. Ford, in a statement released by her aifice, reaf- 
firmted her sapport for the court decision. “T am glad to 8566 that 
abortion has been taken out of the hackwoods and has been put 
in the hospitals where it belongs,” she said. 

All of this occurred following the President's 
worded statement Tuesday that he believes the Supreme Court’s 
decision on abortion “went too far” and that he would support 
8. constitutional amendment giving the states the right to enact 
their own abortion regulations, 

The court decision gives women an umrestricted right to 
abortion during the first three months of pregnancy and allows 
states to regulate only the medical aspects of abortion during 
the fourth through sixth month of pregnancy. In the final 
three months, states still may outlaw

West Germans Debate Return 


Of Injured Youths to Vietnam

OBERHAUSEN, West Germany, 
Feb. 5 (N¥YT)—One hundred 
twenty crippled and burned Viet- 
mamese children, victims of the 
Indochina war, are caught here in 
3 Political battle about whether 
they should be sent home again. 

A private West German charity 
organization, the Oberhausen 
Peace Village, brought the chil~ 
dren here between 1967 and last 
year for intensive orthopedic and 
rehabilitative care. 

Eighty-six of them are still 
being cared for in the peace vil- 
Jage today and the others are 
living with Germen families 
around the country, according to 
the organization's chairman, the 
Rev. Frits Berghaus, 

Pew of them are orphans and, 
if it bad not been for the sudden 
collapse of the government of 
Nguyen Van Thieu in South Viet- 
mam isst April, some of them 
would be home with their families 
today. Since Saigon’s capitula- 
tion, 30 of the children have heard 
from their families. 


Learn a Trade 

“Most of us want to stay here 
and learn a trade,” said Phu Van 
Nguyen, 18, whose lower Jaw was 
shattered in a 1968 shell explo- 
sion in the Mekong Delta. “Later,” 
he said, “we'd: think about going 
home.” 

Most of the children seem un- 
aware that they are involved in a 
political dispute, The other day, 
& group of them spent the late 
afternoon throwing snowballs at 
each other from their wheel~ 
chairs. Many have been paralys- 
ed and under treatment, for years. 

“If some of them decide they 
don't want to return home, then 
1 won't force them to,” Mr, Berg- 
haus said. 

Peter Stobe, who was Village di- 
rector until Iast fall, accuses Mr. 
Berghaus and the village teach- 
ers of bringing up the children 
to be anti-Communist ang fearful 
of returning home.

U.S. Policy on Concorde 


William T. Coleman, President Ford’s 
secretary of transportation, has issued a 
sound and balanced statement of nationel 
policy on commercial flights by supersonic 
§ets to the United States. He has taken into 
account the controversial nature of the 
issues over environmental tmpac§ as well as 
relations between the United States and the 
Anglo-French owners of Concorde; he has 
imposed reasonable limitations on times and 
places of SST arrivals and departures for an 
experimental period of 16 months, This 
period could do much to determine the 
actual effect, environmentally, technologi- 
eally and economically. of what, In Mr. Cole- 
man’s words, is “at least potentially an ex- 
tremely significant technological advance.” 

The French. who, like the British, have a 
large financial interest In Concorde’s success 
and an ever larger stake of prestige, are not 
happy about the restrictions in Mr. Cole~ 
Man's decision. But what 15 ominoqus, for 
Concorde’s future, is that there are many 
Americans, particularly in the Eastern states, 
who are outraged by the transportation 
secretary's concessions to the Concorde. To 
them, the international implications, the 
technological hopes, of Concorde‘are far less 
important than the increased noise they will 
have to live with, Their reaction. may be, 
as Mr. Coleman said, the result of “unin- 
formed emotion.” But that emotion can 
breed votes, and votes bulk large in the 
assessments of governors and members of 
Congress, 

Hence, Concorde could be barred from 


Kennedy International Airport by the action 
of Gov, Carey; 10 might be barred in all the 
United States—ineluding the. federally-run 
Dulles International Airport—by an act of 
Congress. And it is important that both 
Paris and London recognize thet this would 
not be the result of any “arbitrary and pro- 


‘tectionist” national attitude, of Franco- 


phobia or Anglophobla, or desire to give the 
US. aircraft industry an undue advantage 
(that Industry, insofar as the big commercial 
planes sre concerned, lies far to the west of 
the states now protesting the SST’s arrival).. 
It is essentially a local opposition. And 
within the U.S. federal system, such opposi- 
tion can have a very powerful negative 
effect. 


Americans, like most of the rest of the 
world, are becoming increasingly conscious 
of the environment that they, even more 
than the rest of the world, have threatened 
with so many technological revolutions. 
Many, aside from those immediately affected 
by Concorde landings and takeoffs, would 
support objections to the plane; more would 
probably find political or other reasons for 
not resisting those objections. In the in- 
terest of learning. over 2 number of months, 
the strengths and weaknesses of commercial 
SST service, it is to be hoped that the policy 
enunciated by Mr. Coleman will prevail. But 
as matters now stand, his was a statement.

India: More Repression 


Instead of observing her 10th anniversary 
as India's Prime Minister by Hfting some 
of the repressive measures she imposed last 
June, Indira Gandhi has expanded and 
tightened her grip on the country. An obe- 
dient Congress party majority in the lower 
house of Parliament has voted to postpone 
the national elections that should be held 
next month, press censorship has been made 
permanent. and Mrs. Gandhi’s regime has 
taken control of Tamil Nadu, dismissing that 
State's freely elected government. 

Rigid press censorship was decreed with 
Mrs. Gandhi's state-of-emergency proclama- 
tion last June 27; but the new legislation 
imposed permanent controls more drastic 
than those invoked even during India's war 
with Pakistan and China or during British 
rule. Prohibited under the bil is any article 
or picture likely to bring into hatred or con~ 
tempt, or excite disaffection toward, the gov~ 
ernment, and also any item that could be 
judged “defamatory” to the Prime Minister 
or other high officials. 

Perhaps the most insidious provision of all 
is a flat bam on any judicial review of ac- 
tions decreed under the press bill, This not 
only enormously increases the hazards for 


any independent journalistic spitits but" 


further cripples India's once-independent ἡ 


judiciary, which has already been barred 
from any jurisdiction over the Prime Min- 
ister and other authorities -A companion 
bill removes the freedom of newspapers to 
publish proceedings of Parliament withant 
fear of legal action.

Compromised Fish 


‘The Senate has found the best tentative 
solution available for the problem posed by 
the ruinous competition for U.S. coastal fish. 
Had it voted to extend U.S. jurisdiction to 
a 200-mile limit immediately, the Senate 
mizht well have compromised this country’s 
position at the International Law of the Sea 
Conference, to be resumed next month. 

At the other extreme, it could no longer 
afford, either poutically or with a real con- 
cern for conservation, to hoid itself aloof 
while the fishing factories of other nations 
continue to scoop up vast tonnages of coastal 
fish—not only to the biologic detriment of 
such species as cod. yellow-tail flounder and 
haddock but to the grave economic detri- 
ment of the U.S. fishing industry. 

The compromise is, in effeet, to extand the 
.U.S. jurisdictional limit—for fishing rights 
only—starting in July, 1977. That gives the 
Law of the Sea Conference its third, and 
perhaps even a fourth, opportunity to reach 


agreement, If it succeeds, the US. law 
would automatically became inoperative. It 
the conference fails to agree in the coming 
year and a half, there is smal) likelihood 
that it ever will—certainly not in time to 
save whole species of fish from extinetion 
and whole communities of New England 
fishermen from disaster. 


President Ford has indicated that, with 
this period of grace provided, he will sign 
the measure, which first has to be reconciled 
with the House version in a conference com- 
mittee. It ig vital that the Senate’s deferred 
date be retained in the final bill; the July, 
1976, date fixed by the House would be an 
irreparable mistake. The Senate version, 
satisfying equally the valid claims of diplo- 
maacy, the economy and conservation, de- 
serves enactment—with the hone that by its 
effective date it will no longer be needed.

Getting on the Track

OS ANGELES,—Gallleo Galle! is generally credited with 

the inyention of the firsi crude thermometer, sometime 
near the end of the 16th century. 

‘Without disparaging Galileo’s talents in the slightest, 
Dr. Leong Marshall Libby of the University of ‘ California 
at Los Angeles nevertheless believes that the credit for that 
juvention fs more properly due to nusture, for fashioning the 
first object capable of recording atmospheric temperature 
changes: the tree. 

. Dr, Libby and her colleague, Louis Pandolfi, are claiming 
to find evidence in tree rings of yearly changes in air 
‘temperature. 

The evidence is in the relative amounts of certain isotopes 
of hydrogen, oxygen and carbon in @ given ring. The hydrogen 
and oxygen came from rainwater absorbed by the tree that 
year in adding a new layer, or ring, of cellulose and the 
carbon came from atmospheric carbon dioxide,
